Tarael Zangwill has brought Into modesn
Boglish literature an element at once new,
etrango and Intensely Interesting. A few
years ago he came before the publle with
& message, which he appeared to be entlirely
capable of presenting in Its fullness, and
at once the eritical reading public recognized
that his mesrage was one worth hearing.
He told of the life of the Jewlsh people
«during the ffteonth, slxteenth and seven-
tecnth centuries, when that life with all |ta
wealth of Orlerffalism and elose llnking of the
traditional past with the practical future
wan wholly enveloped In the much-misunder-
stood ghetton of the cities of Cheistendom,
One cannot gain even a little knowledge
of this Institution without realizing that the
date usually assigned by historlens es the
cleae of the “dark agea” was In fact an
arbitrary date of Jittle value, Darkness
llagered long after the “idark ages’ had
pasesd away. The ghetts was one sign of
1l aurvival, Me. Zangwill In his vajuable
beoks opens the fron gates of the ghetto
and eliows ug a weeld that le all foreign to
the Iife esurrounding It. He docs not
theorize, nor make accusitions, noc under-
tako to tell bow it & and why that the
ghetto was an  eatablished Iostitution o
Europe during the centuries mentioned, but
the retder may gleam from the falthiul
pletuces Gie presentd that & wesa partly the
foult of the aggressive Christianity shich
Wig then conguering the world and partly
due to the unylelding adherence of the Jews
to ¢ceremonlals which they had followed from
the days of Mosos. Mr., Zangwill slmply
glvea plotures of life In the ghetto as it was,
a4 Jt has become kttown to him theough the
most palnetaking study and Investigation, and
e reader = left to hls own concluslons.

In his latest book, "Dreamers of the
Ghetto,”” Mr. Zadgwill offera o eeries of
etocies, all closely relaled, and yet they are
hardly stories, since they contaln eo much
history and euch an abundance of informa-
tion about Jewish customs, superstitions,
fears, aspimtions uad traditions. In the few
pagea devotes Lo the very flest of the chapters
of the book the life of a child of the ghetto
Is. pletured In & way that brings out pracs
tically all the lfe of the institution. The

reader egees, the blank, uninvitipg walls
of the ghetto In  Veales, surrounded
by the capnals In  which the waler |
flows unceasingly, the esmall windows
from which the Jewish children look not
uven a world that s close! to them, the

shuwtt'ng of the gates at night and making
sure that every one who by law la required
to roemain within the preseribed limits is
within the gates before they are shut, the
suggestive ceremonlila which are kept up
day by day within walls which are sacred
to a people who believe absolutely In their
chosem  life, the putting on of badges of
fnferfority when the Inmates go out upon
the streets and the taking off of thewe signg
s they come In, the stage ceremonies of
the feast and fast davs and above all the
unanimous mdherence of all members of the
colony to customs and bellefs made doulle
wacred to them by permecution. There s
much more to the nletures of Mr, Zangwill
whan this, but the outline shows something
of the splendid lterary fleld Into which he
han entered as an  explorer golng over
ground almost forgotien.

. Mr. Zangwlill days, in the preface to this
volume, that It I8 a chioonlcle of dreamers
who have arisen in the ghetto trom ite exiah-
lishment In the sirtcenth century to its alow
breaking up n our own day, '*Some have
becaome historie In Jewry,'' he says, “others
have pemetrated to the ken of the greater
world and afforded models to  Mluatrions
artisto In letters, and but for the exigencles of
my theme aud the faint hope of throwing
new lght upon them 1 would no* bave
vantured to treat thom afreah: the rest are
perscaally known to me or are, like Joseph
the Dreamer, the artistic typlfication of
many souled through which the great ghetio
dream has passed. Artistio truth Is for me
jiterally the highest truth; ert may wselze
the esscnce of persons and movedlents no
Jesd truly, and certainly far more vitally,
than & sclentific generallizatipn unifies a
¢haos of phenomena, Time and Space are
only the conditions through which spititual
fucts mtruggle. Hence [ have here and there
permitted myvself llberties with  these
ocatego:les."

The dreamers of the ghetto which Mr,
Zaagwill tas portraved are Indeed all
dypleal of 'the strange lfe In that Institu-
tion of the middle ages and later, and noth-
e has been wrltten before to compare
with this In glving a clear understanding of

the ghetlo and the life therein, Harper &

Another excellent novel of life In the

Tennessea mountains has just come from
the fruitful pen of Will Allea [Dromgoole.
in this *“The Valley Path,” the characters
ara stroogly portrayed, showing that the
author Is entirely at home with the theme
and the surroundinge. Miss Dromgoole Ia
fn6t a mere story teller, but she reveals the
hopes, fears, aspirations and doubts of the
fiumaa heart In & manner showlng Intimate
familiarity with her work. This story cm-
phaslzes the difference between that religion
which Is expressed In a noble and consclen-
tious life and the conventlooal or perfunc-
tory religion of dogma. Yet It Is a love
mtory rather thesy an exposition of religlous
h‘lltg!. the two belng strangely mingled, and
whte 1t will make macy hesitate hefore con-
demning others for fallure to accept what
s apparently the one right dogma yet it
will cause a deeper feeling of reverawe lor
plaln human passions, The scene of the
story s in the beatulful Pelham valley aad
the themoe deals chiefly with the humbler
classes.

Certaln Important negotlations affecting
the future business of the Pucific Express
company are peading.

The Adams company now (rausacis a large
amount of western bhusiness over the lines
of the Burllogtoa route. It is desirous of
extending Its service Into the southwest,
nud such an opportunity would be afforded
It could get control of the busitiess of the

Misgourl Pacific and lron Mountain lines,
which are now operated by the Pacific Exe
press company s Should the Adams ales

seoure the business over the Unlon Pacifie,
It would prettly cearly have a mozopoly on
the express business through this sectlon of
the west,

NEGOTIATIONS THAT FAILED,

The negotiations that were on hotween the
Pactlle and the Ametlean companies are off,
Prosident Burt  of the Union Paciflo
and acting president ot the Paclfie Expross
has sald that there are no negotlations now '
pinding between the Paclfic and the Amerl-
cin. About a year ago the Amorlean was
